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From this way of arguing, Sir, 
would not an ignorant ftranger con-

and the denying of this right to a 
peor foldier, turnifhes too folid a 
ground for fuppofing, that our mini- 
flers are refolved not to depend for 


-be a compleat failor in a few days, q their fecurity upon the affections of 


but could not learn to be a compleat 
foldicr in a few years? One of thefe 
conclafions an ignorant ftranger would 
certainly draw ; and yet with refpect 
to both, we know, that the cafe is 
diredily the reverfe. Upon any 
threatned jnvafion his majeity has as 
much power over the landmen, that 
is to fay, the militia, fo far as relates 
to the proper ufe to be made of 
them, as he has over the feamen, 
nay, more, becaufe the landmen are 
always at home, but great nuinbers 
of our feamen are at all times a- 
broad ; and do not we all know, 
that to make g compleat feaman re- 
quires fever2] years fervice at fea, 
and early in life too ? Whereas the 
moit ignorant landman may learn all 
the bufinefs of a common foldier in 
a few days: I mean, all the fighting 
bufinefs ; for as to all the punttilio’s 
of a review, I fhall grant, it may 
require fome months before he can 
go thro’ them with dexterity. 

I am forry to fay it, Sir, but from 
the care we have taken to keep a 
great number of land forces in con- 
tinual pay, and the little concern we 
have thewn for keeping any great 
number of feamen in continual pay, 
it really feems to me, as if our go- 
vernment had been ef late years 
more afraid of its domeftick than of 
its foreign enemies ; and this fufpi- 
cion is ftrongly confirmed by the lit- 
tle care that has been taken of the 
militia, and particularly by the re- 
fufal of that ufeful regulation fo of- 
ten propofed, for giving our foldiers 
a right, in time of peace, to de- 
mand their difcharge after fo many 
years fervice. If this regulation had 
been eftablithed, when we firft began 
to keep up a numerous land army, 
we fhould before this time have had 


B 


the people in general, but upon the 
obedience of thofe they keep under 
a ilavifh fubje&tion to military law. 
I appeal to every gentleman that will 
refle but a very little, if this con- 
fequence may not be moit naturally 
drawn from our late condu&t. God 
forbid it fhould ever, under our pre- 
fent illuftrious family, be drawn by 


the people in general; for if it 


fhould, an invading army that came 
not to conquer the people, but to

ment that is hated or defpifed by all 
the reft of their countrymen. ‘This 
our minifters, if they are faithful 
fervants to their mafter, will feri- 
oufly confider ; and if they do, they 
will alter their conduct: They will 
leflen the expence we are put to by 
keeping up numerous ftanding armies 
in time of peace, and concur in fome 
{cheme or other for reftoring military 
difcipline to the people in general. 
By this means we may have {oldiers 
enough always at command, but it 
is impodfible for us to have feamen 
enough alwaysat command, without 
keeping a great number in the 
and in a¢tual fervice of the publick, 
in time of peace as well as of war. 
The reafon of this difference, Sir, 
is very plain: A man may not only 
learn but practife the trade of a fol- 
dier, without departing from that 
bufinefs by which he 1s to earn his 
bread in time of peace ; but no man 
can learn, and much lefs praétife the 
trade of a feaman, without departing 
from every other fort of bufinefs by 
which he can earn his bread in time 
of peace; therefore in time of peace, 
efpecially 
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efpecially after it has continued for 
fix or feven years, it is impoffible for 
us to have any more feamen, than 
are neceflary for the merchant and 
fithing fervice, befides thofe that 
eens, Sw continued in the pay and

formerly done, nor will the. ut- 
moft economy in time of peace ena- 
ble us to do fo.

had any experience of a war car- D intereft of money will be gradually 


ried on by this nation alone againft 
France : What would be its iffue 
therefore, God only knows ; for no 
man can fo much as divine. But we 
have had lately repeated experience 
of a war carried on by this nation in 
conjunction with a confederacy a- 
gainft France ; and from that expe- 
rience we have reafon to judge fa- 
vourably, and to hope for the beft, 
from the event of any fuch future 
war. Surely, then, the wifeft mea- 
{ure we can purfue, is to cultivate 


diminifhed by our annual payments, 
and by the rife of the price of 
lands, I am perfuaded, that our debts

E fcheme for that purpofe ; for fuch 


{chemes, I confefs, 1 am not fond 
of ; becaufe within the memory of 
many of us, the nation fmarted fe- 
verely by fuch an experiment. 

But now, Sir, fuppofe we fhould 
be fo unwifely penurious, as to put

this nation. Is there any ftate in 
Europe more proper for this purpofe 
than the German empire? Whilft 
that powerful body is united, and in 


foreign meafures : And fuppofe, as 
an Hon. friend of mine has already 
faid, that we fhould reduce one half, 
or even the whole of our army ; 
what could either of thefe have to 
do with the prefent queition? Could

that France will never give us any 
caufe of quarrel. Confequently, is 
it not our intereft to cultivate a 
fricadfhip with the Gesman empire, 


fon for putting ourfelves to the ex-

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our rivals for maritime power? Could 
we juftify fuch an unneceffary ex- 
ence in our prefent circumftances ? 
herefore what we may do with re- 
{pect to either of thefe articles, can 
be no reafon for putting off the con- 
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who {poke fome time ago ; for he 
ufually {peaks with more ability, and 
With more candour, than he did 
upon this occafion. As to his abi- 
lity, I really do not know what he 
means by 8000 feamen being fuffi- 


fideration or the determination ofA cient for all neceflary fervices: In 


the prefent ; and furely, it will be 
granted, that we ought to provide 
for fome number of feamen. Can 
any gentleman fay, he is not now as 
fully prepared for determining this 
gueftion, as he can be at any future 
time in this feflion? And what chiefly 
determines me, and ought, I think, 
to determine every gentleman to be 
for the leffer number, is, that his 
majefty may increafe the number the 
moment he finds it neceflary. 

As to the provifion made laft year, 
Sir, for the coaft of Africa, and the 
coafts of Nova Scotia, the Hon. 
gentleman who fpoke firft againft the 
mimber of feamen now propofed, 
may move for an inquiry into it 
whenever he pleafes ; for it will ap- 
pear, that both were fufficiently pro- 
vided for.

time of peace, and when there are 
no pirates at fea, I know of no im- 
mediate fervices that are neceffary.

Sir, 
no man can fay, that to,000 is fuf- 
ficient; and for this reafon I did not 
approve of the reduction made laft 
year. Then as to his candour, [ 
muft beg pardon to fay, it was not 
altogether fo candid in him to charge 
this fide of the houfe with a defign 
to foment a quarrel with France, or 
with any power whatfoever: We 
never gave the leaft caufe for charg- 
ing us with any fuch defign ; but 
we have often declared, and I fuf- 
pect, we may often again have occa- 
fion to declare, that we are againft 
preferving peace by bafe and mean 
fubmiffions, becaufe we know it will 
not do: Experience in a late long 
adminiftration has clearly fhewn, that 
it will not do; for in publick as well 
as private life, the only way to pre- 
vent a fecond infult, is to refent the 


G fr with fpirit. 


Now, Sir, with regard to what 
was faid by the Hon. gentleman who 
fpoke lait, 1 fhall grant, that by the 
prefent regulation of the militia, it 
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can never be of any real fervice: I 
believe, it was not defigned to be fo, 
when it was firft eftablifhed ; becaufe 
our court had then a defign to render

foundation was laid in ‘that very A ever prevent this but the govern- 


reign, upon which our prefent dan- 
gerous fabrick has by degrees been 
erected ; but I fhould be forry to 
think, that we had no military pow- 
er except that which confifts in the 
troops we keep in pay; and I was 


glad to find, that what the Hon. B 


gentleman faid of the late rebel ar- 
my, overturned the whole of his 
doctrine upon this head ; for 1 hope, 
they were not the only brave men in 
the ifland: I. hope, there is not a 
gentleman, a yeoman, or a farmer 
in the kingdom, but what are as 
brave, and as apt to learn the fight- 
ing byfinefs of a foldier, as they 
were ; and if they were like to have 
been an over-match for our regular 
troops, ought we not to conclude, 
that an army newly raifed, and con- 
filting of our young gentlemen, yeo- 
men, and farmers, would be an over- 
match for any regular troops that can 
be brought againft us? We have fill, 
thank God ! the fame commander, 
that was then at the head of our re- 
gular troops ; and | am perfuaded, 


he would fhew the fame courage and E 


conduct at the head of a volunteer, 
which he then fhewed at the head 
of a mercenary army. The former 
might not, perhaps, be fo ductile, 
but | am convinced, they would be 
26 brave, and as alert, in the execu- 
tion of every order that tended to- 
wards defeating the enemy. We 
know, Sir, that in time of real dan- 
ger his majefty is not to truft to the 
militia: He may then iffue commif- 
fions for raifing as many regiments 
as he pleafes, and every volunteer 


ment’s being hated by the people, 
or the people’s trufting till it is too 
late to the regular troops; both which 
may prove to be the effeét of our 
keeping too great a number of the 
latter in continual pay. 

IT fhall admit, Sir, that if an ar- 
my of new-raifed volunteers, were 
to engage againft an army of regular 
troops long inured to difcipline, and 
both were to fland at a diftance to 
fire at each other, the latter would 


probably get the victory, becaufe 


C they could fire faiter and more regu- 


larly ; but this is rather patience than 
courage ; and a general, who could 
depend upon the perfonal courage 
and vigour of his men, would cer- 
tainly not chufe this method of fight- 
ing. He would lead them prefently 


Don to the attack ; and when armies 


come to pell-mell fighting, I believe, 
volunteers will generally have the ad- 
vantage. Therefore, I fhall always 
think, that our military power de- 
pends upon the numbers of brave 
men we have in the kingdom, whe- 
ther they be in the pay of the go- 
vernment or no ; and our keeping a 
great number in pay, and aglebing 
or rather preventing the difcipline of 
all the reft, will d:minifh inftead of 
increafing our military power ; but 
it is not fo with regard to our fea- 


F men; for no bravery can make an 


expert feaman. A brave man may 
in two or three months be made not 
only a brave but difciplined foldier ; 
and by a very little praétice he 
may afterwards preferve his dif- 
cipline, without interfering with 


that lifts in thofe regiments, is asG any other employment. But it will 
require at leaft two or three years 
to make a brave man an expert 
failor, and to continue fo, he muf 
be in almoft a continual practice, 


much fubject to martial law as any 
foldier in our regular army : If we 
were threatened with gn invafion 
from France, 1 am perfuaded, his 
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fo that he can follow no other em- 
ployment ; therefore our maritime 
power mutt be more or lefs, according 
to the number of feamen we keep in 
continual pay and fervice, Thofe 
in the merchant and fifhing fervice 


a majority may be fatished, I do 
not know : In this refpect minifters, 
I believe, muft have fome knack, 
which I am quite ignorant of ; for, 
I am {fure, on far from being 
fatisfied upon that occafion ; nor can 


add, “tis true, to our maritime AI yet fee how any man could be 


power, becaufe we can make afe 
of them when neceflity requires ; 
but as no more can be maintained 
by, than are abfolutely neceflary for 
that fervice, we fhould avoid being 
reduced to that neceflity as much as 
poffible. 

Now, Sir, as the Hon. gentle- 
man’s argument, or, if he pleafes, 
his different manner of arguing 
upon the two queftions relating to 
our regular troops and our feamen, 
is founded entirely upon the fup- 


pofition, that we have no military C 


power, but what confifts in our re- 
gular troops; and as I have fhewn, 
that our military power will ra- 
ther be diminifhed than increafed by 
keeping a great number of fach 
in our pay, I think, the argument 
he has made ufe of, or the reafon 
of the difference which he was. at 
fo much pains to eftablifh, will en- 
tirely evanifh; but fuppofing that 
our men muft be difciplined as well 
as brave, in order to conititute a 
part of our military power; for, I 


fatished, that knows any thing of 
the French or Swifs fervice. Their 
troops are certainly as well difci- 
plined as ours ; and yet in France 2 
foldier has a right, in time of peace, 
to his difcharge, after fix years fer- 
vice ; and in the Swifs fervice, their 
foldiers generally cantract for a cer- 
tain number of years, after which 
they may return home if they pleafe, 
which is the true caufe of that coun- 
try’s being always full of difciplined 
foldiers. 

I know, Sir, the Hon.. gentle- 
man will fay, that when foldiers 
are out of the fervice, they are no 
longer at the government’s com- 
mand, For this very reafon, Sir, 
I wifh we had more of them. They 
will always be at the command of 


D a juft and wife government, when 


there is an apparent neceffity for 
their fervice; but they will be a 
terror toa weak or oppreffive govern- 
ment ; and it is for this reafon, I 
believe, that minifters chufe to have 
as few of them as poflible in the

both thefe maritime powers out of the 
ocean, Then with regard to our expe- 
rience of being engaged, in conjunction 
with a confederacy upon the continent, 
in a war againft France; our prefent dif- 
treffed circumftances fhew, how fatal 
that experience has been tous, May we 
not from thence learn, that in fuch a 
war we muft be the dupes of our confe- 
derates, both in the profecution of the 
war, and inconcluding a peace? In the 
profecution of the war, we muft always 
be at the chief expence ; and in concluding 
a peace, we mutt be fo far from afking any 
thing for ourfelves, that if we have made 
any conqueft during the war, we muft give 
it up, in order to procure them an advan- 
tageous peace. Therefore, if we take ex- 
perience for our guide, we will certainly ne- 
ver engage again with a confederacy upon 
the continent, or defire their affiftance, in 
any fuch war ; and we have now, Sir, a yet 
ftronger reafon, which is our utter in- 
ability to pay for their affiftence to carry 
on fuch a war. We muft now refolve 
never to think of carrying on a war by 
land againft France, whilft we are under 
our prefent load of debts ; and fhould we 
ever be fo happy as to get rid of that load,

I hope, experience will convince us, that | 


in a Isnd war upon the continent of Eu- 
rope, France will always have a great ad - 
vantage againit us, becaufe they can carry 
it on at a much cheaper rate than we can;

fequence of which is, that all foreign al-

the peace of Germany, which I am far 
from being affured of, I think, we have 


they will certainly put off the eleGion as 
long as poffible, that is, during the prefent 
emperor’s life; becaufe they muft expett, 
that as foon as the election is over, their 
tribute will ceafe ; This will therefore de- 
feat, inftead of promoting the end pre- 
tended ; and confequently, I muft think, 
that if we had found it neceffary for us to 
purchafe the accomplifhment of this énd, 
we fhould have ftipulated, that the tri- 
butes we were to pay, were not to begin 
till the next quarter-day after the ele¢tion 
of a king of the Romans. When I con- 
fider this affair, Sir, it puts an end to my 
wonder at the cppofition made to the re- 
duction of the intereft payable upon our 
publick funds, If the people had thoughr, 
that the faving would be applied to the 
publick benefit, they would have chear- 
fully agreed to it ; but they fufpeéted, that 
it would only furnith a new fund for 
fquandering, and their fufpicions are now 
juftified ; for we have taken the money 
out of the pockets of our widows and or- 


C phans, in order to fill the pockets of Ger- 


man princes ; and, in my opinion, with- 
out any neceffity, or any folid view of ad- 
vantage : Subfidies or tributes in time of 
war muft be granted to thefe princes, if 
we ever engage in another land war againft 
France, becaufe we cannot carry on fuch a 
war without them, and they cannot put 
their troops in motion without a fubfidy ; 
but in time of peace, thefe fubfidies can 
aniwer no good purpofe whatever; be- 
caufe experience has fthewn, that we can- 
not thereby fecure their affiftance, or even 
their neutrality, in time of war. 

But now, Sir, fuppofe, that we could 
by thefe tributes f«cure the internal peace 
of Germany for 40 years to come, can 
any gentleman, who confiders the infulte 
we are daily meeting with, flatter himfelf 
with the hopes of our continuing in peace 
for 40 years, unlefs we are to facrifice our 
trade, as well as our honour, to the prefer- 
vation of peace? And even this, with re- 
fpect to the payment of our debts, would 
be in vain ; for if we lofe our trade, an 
eternal peace would not enab'e us to 
pay our debts. Can any one fay, Sir, 
that we are now in le danger of a rup- 
ture, than we were two years ago ? Are 
we not now actually in a ftate of war with 
the French in Nova Scotia? I fay, with 
the French, Sir; for thcir Indians are 
mixt with and conducted by Frenchmen ; 
and an Hon, gentleman that was there,

F this inward fubftance of the farina,

For 
this reafon I fecond my Hon. friend’s mo- 
tion ; and when another Hon. friend of 
mine thinks proper to move for an inquity 
into our laft year’s conduét upon the cosft 
of africa, and that of Nova Scotia, he 
may depend upon me for the fame favour ; 
for the Hon, gentleman who {poke laft, in 
a manner confeffed, that there were no 
men of war upon the coaft of Africa, 
when he faid, that two were failed thither, 
but could not fay, that they were arrived, 
which is a proof of their having but lately 
failed; and another Hon, gentleman told 


length of 2 or 3 cells, bending their tails 
to the comb, and ftriking it witha wrig- 
ging ‘motion from fide to fide, ina zig- 
zag way ; which I was convinced was 
difcharging their faeces, or the wax, a- 
gainft the border of the cells, as they ran 
along, and repeated it as long as they had 
any to diicharge, and then quit it ; whch 
isthe reafon why the outward border of 
the cells is fo thick and firong: Ard im- 
mediately afterwards, other Mees came 
along the cells, and with their fore fect 
raifed up the borders hke pafte, and thin- 
ning it, whilft other bees were ripping cf 
with their teeth, and pruning away any 
irregular excrefcences, fo a8 to make the 


us in this debate, that there were lait vearG divifions of the cells vaftly thinner than 
the borders or edges, which were always 
thick and flrong, from the difcharging the 
faeces or w2x upon them, 

M. Reavmur has very jufily obferved, 


that, befides the 3 tranfparent fmocth 
eyss, 


but three floops upon the coaft of Nova 
Scotia, when at the fame time there were 
five French men of war there ; which, I 
fuppofe, were fent thither, either to pro- 
teét the ships employed in carrying warlike 
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eyes, which the bee has placed {n a tri- 
angle betwixt the antenne on the top 
of its head, the bee has alfo on each fide 
its head an eye, or rather a multitude of 
eyes, formed by a number of diftiné lens’s 
furrounded each with fhort hairs, which 
are confirmed to be eyes, both from Swam- 


‘ ‘ . 
merdam, and his own experiments to 4 


determine it; and that, notwithftanding 
thefe lens’s are lined with a dark opaque 
fubftance, yet they affift fo much their 
vifior., that when darkened by paint laid 
over them, the bees could not find their 
way to their hive, tho’ at a fmall diftance, 
but foared dire&ly upwards; nor could 
they find their way, when the 3 fimooth 
eyes were darkened. 

But there is one obfervation, which I 
do not find he has made, which may 
have determined the garden bees to make 
almoft all their cells imperfeét hexagons. 
The obfervation is this ; that thefe opaque 
eyes on each fide of the head, confift of 
many lens’s, each of which is a perfeéct

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the bee has gathered more, and lodged 
it on the fore legs ; fo that all are in con- 
{tant motion, 

From the curious obfervations made by 
M. Reaumur, upon the firu@ture and be- 
haviour of the queen or mother bee, the 
drone or male bee, and the working or 
mute bee, which is of neither fex ; trom 
the queen bee's being fo exceeding pro- 
lifick, as to lay from 3O tO 40,000 eves 
of working bees in a feafon ; befides the 
eggs of 800 male bees, and of 8 or ro 
queen or mother bees; and from the 
coldnefs of the male bee, who fo long 
refifts the careffes of the queen or female 

; and alfo from the indefatigable la- 


bee ; 
B bour and ceconomy of the working bee, 


to nourifh the young bees, make up the 
combs, and lay in ftores of farina and 
honey for winter ; I think very good 
reafons may be givers why the queen 
fhould have a feraglio of fome hundreds 
of male bees ; and why the working bee 
fhould deftroy the males, when no longer 


hexagon ; and the whole eye, when C neceffary to impregnate the eggs of the 


viewed in a microfcope, appears exaétly 
like a honeycomb: Now, as the eyes 
compofed of thefe hexagonal Iens’s, are 
in full view to the other bees, does it 
not feem that Providence has dire@ed them 
fo as to be a pattern’ fet before them, for 
the bees to follow in forming their combs ? 
Is it not alfo reafonable to believe, from 
the difproportion of the convexity betwixt 
the three fmooth tranfparent eyes, and 
the lens’s of the dark rough eyes, that 
they are appointed for different purpofes ? 
Why may it not be thouglit that the lens’s 
are great magnifiers, to view things nigh 
at hand, and by many reflexions to con- 
vey light into the dark hives, where 
light is ftill neceffary ; and that the 
other eyes are to obferve objeéts at a great 
diftance, fo as to conduét them abroad 
to fields at a diftance, and back again to 
their hives ? 

I agree with M. Reaumur in the form 
and ufe of the fang or tromp of the work- 
ing bee, and of the ufe of the mouth 
within the teeth of the bee; fo that it 
does not fuck, but Japs or licks with its 
rough fang or tromp, like a dog. But I 
have never obferved the bee nipping or 
breaking open the apices of flowers, to 
let out the farina, when it it not fully 
blown or open; but have often with 
pleafure obferved the bee gathering the 
farina upon its fang, by licking it off the 


mother bee, 

It is evident, from the ceconomy cf 
the garden bee, that Providence has ap- 
pointed that they fhould fhare their ftore 
with mankind, by making them fo in- 
duftrious in every climate, as to provide, 
in tolerable feafons, a ftore of honey and 
wax, double of what is neceffary for their 
fubfiftence during the winter, and of 
combs for the queen’s laying her eres 
in fpring, before new work can be made. 
From the vaft number of eggs which the 
queen lays in a feafon, it is abfolutely 
neceffary that fhe fhould have a great 
fiore of male fperm, to impregnate her 
eggs ; and’ as the eggs are mot fene 
fibly large in her body for 6 months after 
her coition with the males, who die, or 
are killed, in Auguft, ard fhe does not 
begin to lay from that time till Fetruary 
or March ; jt ts therefore neceffary thet 
fhe fhould have a great ftore of male 
fperm within her, to impregnate all tlic 
eggs fhe lays from that time, until fore 
or July, when young drones or nixics 
are hatch’d, who are not cefigned for 
her ufe, but for the young queens, who 
go off witli the fwarms, or for the ycurg 
queen who fucceeds the old one in file 
old hive 3 fince the drones are great 
feeders, and no Workers, and are of mo 
ufe, but to give a fufficient fore of fperm 
to the mother bee ; as the working bees 


apices, and laying it upon the firft pairG have fo many enemies to deprive them 


of legs, which convey it to the fecond 
pair, and thefe lodge it upon the pallet 
of the third pair, with furprifing brifk- 
mefs ; fo that, by the time the fecond 


pair has lodged it upon the third pair, 
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of their flore, they cannot be maintamed 
during the winter, even if their life thould 
laft fo long ; and as it is probable each 
male has but one act of coition with ths 
queen, as they are (© cold, and take fo 
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much carefling before they a&, and, by 
M. Reaumur’s obfervation, die foon after 
the act is over, when, probably, the whole 
ftore of fperm is exhaufted in that aét, 
as foon as the queen has got as much 
fperm lodged in the proper refervoir, as 
is fufficient to impregnate all her future 
eggs, the males are no longer of ufe ; 
and if thofe who have aéted, die, thofe 
who have not, being of no further ufe, 
are killed by the working bee, out of 
ceconomy to fave their winter flore, when, 
probably, by mature they could live but 
few days more; as we find the filk- 
worm moth dies fuon after the eggs are 
laid, as well males as females, It feems 
therefore neceffary that the queen fhould 
breed fo many males, as, by one act of 
coition from each, may impregnate all 
her eggs, and that the working bee fhould 
difpatch them, as foon as that is over, and 
a ftore is lodged. 

There are two veffels defcribed by 
Swammerdam in the mother bee, cne 
of which is placed betwixt the two lobes 
of the ovarium, which he fuppofes to be 
a bladder to contain air; the other is 
a (pherical veffel, feated clofe by the com- 
mon duét, in which the eggs fall from 
the lobes of the ovarium, which he fup- 
pofes is to ooze out a juice to moiften 
the eggs in their paffage. J take one of 
thefe, but moft probably the laft, to 
be the refervoir and repofitory of the male 
fperm, wherein it is lodged from the ac of 
coition, until the eggs are inlarged, and 
pafs thro’ the adjoining du from two 
lobes of the ovarium, 

Since the prefervation and increafe of 
bees are evidently beneficial to the pub- 
lick, I approve very much of M. Reau- 
mur’s inftruétions in driving bees from 
a full hive into an empty one, in cafe 
it can be done time enough to have new 
work, fufficient for the queen to lay 
her eggs in in the {pring ; fince they can be 
fed at very little expence, if care be taken 
to keep them ina middle ftate of ftupe- 
faftion, neither too hot nor cold, during 
the winter: But I approve much more 
of his caftrating or fharing the combs with 
the bees, by taking the combs beft ftored 
with honey, and leaving thofe wherein 
are the nymphz and bee. bread ; but think, 
in taking the combs, a fafer and eafier way 
may be taken, than he direéts: His me- 
thod is to ftupefy the bees with fmoke, 
to oblige them to croud together in 


App. 
may be ftupefied ; and the bees in the 
empty hive being put on a table, the 
combs may be taken out and fele€ted at 
Icifure, without hazard ; and afterwards 
the empty hive may be turned up, and 
their old hive fet over them, fo that 
they will go up without fcruple into their 


A former hive, and repair their work, by 


making new combs: And if the queen 
had not quitted the old hive, as is often 
the cafe, then they would return to their 
queen, and the fociety would not be lofi, 
as is fometimes the cafe, in driving into 
an empty hive,

Auguftus Czfar, the Romans had no more 
Liberty, than they had in the reign of Ti- 
berius, or of Nero.

in Order to put their defign in execution, he 
ordered all the Cherrok:es to be c.mpleatly 
armed, that they might be able to defend 
themfelves in cafe of an attack ; and like. 
wife iffved a proclamation, firictly require 
ing the Nottoways to defift from: their 
bloody defign, and to repair immediately 
to their own habitations, to avoid the mcft 
rigorous profecution ; commanding alfo 
all magiftrates, fheriffs, and others, to be 
aiding and affiftiig in preferving the peace 
in their refpedtive counties. 

But all thefe precautions proved unne- 
ceffary, the Nottoways arriving in town 
on the sth with a wii'te flag ; the Cher. 
rokees being informed of their arrival, 
immediately gave the fignal of war, and 
were preparing for bartle ; but feveral 
gentlemen reprefenting to them the friendly 


appearance of the Nottoways, advifed 


them to march out, and meet them in 
the fame friendly manner: At firft they 
were inflexible, but deing at laft prevailed 
on, they hoifted a wh.te flag, ani march.

You have fupplied all our wants, we have 
mothing to defire but the continuance of 
your friendfhip. 


After which the prefident took them all 
by the hand, wifhed them a good journey 
home, and profperity to their emperor and 
the Cherrokee nation. 

On the 12th the prefident had a private 
converfation with them, when he ex- 
plained to them the happinefs and advan- 
tages the Chriftians enjoy, in the hopes 
and affurance of a bleffed immortality ; 
and from thence perfuaded them to fend 
fome of their children to be educated at 
the college, that by their means they might 


be inftruéted in the principles of the chri- E 


ftian religion, and be partakers of the 
fame happinefs with the Englifh. They 
heartily thanked his honour for this inftance 
of his affection, and affured him, that 
his offer was very agreeable to them ; but 
that they could return no anfwer without 
confulting their emperor. 

About a week before the arrival of the 
Cherrokees, it was rumoured, that the 
Nottoway Indians, being very inveterate 
againft them, were determined to lie in 
ambufh and intercept them. This nation, 
it was faid, was exafperated againft the 
Cherrokees, for murdering, many years 
ago, 7 of their young men, whom they 
had invited to hunt with them ; and had 


refolved to embrace this favourable oppor- G 


tunity of revenging themfelves. The pre- 
fident being informed of this, and a report 
prevailing that they had croffed James ri- 
ver, and were on their march to the weft- 
ward, with an intent to wait on the road, 


in the market-place, each party tinging 
the fong of peace. After many af their 
accuftomed ceremonies, they joined hands, 
and fmoaked the pipe of peace together : 
But not being able ta hold any conference, 
the crowd being very great, they repaired 
to the court houfe ; where the Nottoways 
being fenfible that thefe were not the 
Indians who had done them the injury 
they complained of, produced a be!t of 
wampum, which they had received of 
the Cherokees at their laft peace, and de- 
fired a2 continuance of their triendfhip. 
The orator, who negotiates all ther 
treaties, received the wampum, and ri- 
fing up, made a long {peech to his tiiends, 
telling them, that he himfelf had mary 
years ago given this belt as a token of 
peace ; that he now found it entire, not 
a bead ami‘s, and from thence concluded 
that their hearts were ftrait, and their 
friendthip preferved entire: Afterwards, 
by the unanimous confent of all his peo- 
ple, he made a prefent of a pipe of peace, 
affuring them of his friendfhip. All dif- 
ferences being thus adjufted, to the fatif- 
fa&tion of both parties, they met in the 
evening at the camp of the Cherrokees ; 
where making a large fire, they danced 
together round it, and continued the 
evening with harmony and chearfulnefs. 


4 further Account of the wanderful Progrefs 
of the Herrincs.

HE herrings that efcape the nets at 
Shetland, proceed towards the fhores 
of Scotland ; when fpreading the:nfelves 
over the fands and fhoals in every creck, 
harbour, and bay, they prefent themfcives 
4G 2 te 
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to the Scotch nets ; and after thofe on 
the north fide the Tay have caught many, 
th: Dunbar fifhing-boats, and thofe of the 
Fifemen, fall in among them, 2nd take 
wery large quantities, as well for carrying 
wp the land, for the ufe of the country, 
as for curing after the manner of Yar- 
mouth, and making red herrings. 
hence the fhoal of fifth, keeping in deeper 
water, are fcarce feen any more, except 
a little eff Scarborough, till they arrive off 
Yarmouth. Here, extending themfcives 
over the fands, in queft of food, they are 
azain catched in prodigious quantities. For 
as the fifhermen of Yarmou'h and Leoftoff 
icmctimes cure about ¢0o,coo barrels of 
ved hertings in a year, fo incredible num- 
bers of freth herrings are confumed in the 
town of Yarmouth, the city of Norwich, 
and all the adjacent towns of thofe two 
moft popu’ous counties, Norfolk and Suf- 
fo'k, as l.kewife in Effex, Cambridgefhire, 
&c. The Dutch and French fifh for them, 
at the fame ume, on the back of Yarmouth 
far-ds. 

From hence other branches of the fhoal 
pufh forward to the mouth of the Thimes, 
where the fifaing fmacks of London, Foulk- 
ftone, Dover, Sandwich, and that whole 
coaft, take numberiefs quantities for the 
London market, as well as for all the po- 
pulous towns on the river Thames, and 
wpon and near the fea coaft of Kent and 
Suoffex. 

During this the Dutch, fending cut their 
boffes again, lie on the back of Yarmouth 
fands, as above; as do alfo the French and 
Flemith, and formerly the Fiufhingers, 
Hamburghers, and Breme:s. Thefe her- 
rings come afterwards into the narrow feas,

E have the following to add to the 

account we gave of the death of 
her Danith majefty, (fee p. 571.) That 
princefs had been fome days indifpofed by 
a rupture. This diforder was judged to 
be fo dangerous, that after a confultation 
of phyficians and furgeons, it was re- 
folved to make an incifion in her fide, 
in order to reétify the bowels. Her ma- 
jefty underwent this operation with as 
much conftancy as refiznation; but the 
diforder afterwards growing worfe, that 
princefs died on the roth, N. S, about 
4 o'clock in the morning, after having 
edified, by her fentiments of piety, all 
thofe who were witneffes of the lofs of 
a princes fo worthy to be regretted. She 
was near the end of the time of her 
pregnancy. Every thing poffible was done 
to fave the child, which was a prince ; 
but all to no purpofe. The evening be- 
fore the queen’s death, fhe took leave 
ef the king with much tendernefs, and 
alfo of the priace royal and princeffes, her 
children. 

By an account taken of the number of 
inhabitants in the city of Berlin, it ap- 
peared, that in 1747 it amounted, includ- 
ing the garifon, to 107,224 perfons, and 
that it had increafed feveral thoufands 
during the following years, fothat, at the 
end of this year there were computed to be 
313,000 inhabitants.
